May it Please Your Excelloncy, % 
the undersigned, Agents and Representa.

3. We beg. in the first place, to bring 
to your Excollency's. notico that by Sir 
Henry -Pottinger’s Proclamation of the 16th 
February, 1842, Hongkong was declared a 
‘Freo Port,.and no manner of customs, 
1a duties or any other charges were to be 
levied on any-ships or -vessels of whatever 


nation ‘or sailing undor whatover fing that 
may eliter the port or on. their oes.’ 
Secondly, we would remind your Excollenoy 
that, until the year'1876,-no Light Dues. 
were ever levied in Hongkong and that thoy 
wero ‘only: imposed "in that year for the 


io tin adequate 
charge on shipping. ta defray the 
expenses of maintaining’ buoya, beacons 
and lights in and about Hongkoug, but that 
ships and steamers shoutd be taxed in aid of 
the general Colonial revenue and to relieve 
the inhabitants fom bearing ‘their -proper, 
burdens is wholly in. disageord with the 
character of a Free Port and is, we tcapect- 
fully submit, opposed to the practice of the 
leading commorcial nations. These buoya, 
beacons and lights are maintain qd for tho 
benefit of the Colony and ‘the profit of its 
inhabitants, and to attract trade and com- 
merce thither, and the inhabitants bot only 
have not borne one cent of the expenses of 
their construction or maintenance but it is 
now proposed: that they should derive a 
diroct profit from them, * 

_b, We vory much doubt if in any highly 
civilized country has a deliberate attempt 
ever bean made to raise & profit raventa 
out of Light Dues. They have always Deen 
imposed for the express pucpore of pravid- 
ing for the construction and mintenanco 
of Lighthouses, Bueya and Beacons and 
forno other: purpogé whatsoover. It haa 
happened that in the coume ef time’ the. 
precise abject for which a light dué has 

con imposed has been lost sight of and 
that o profit revenue has’ in fact been 
darived from it, but so soon as attention 
has been called to the fact- there lise 
been an express disclaimer and a reduction 
or abulition of the charge. In the Dardan- 
elles and Bosphorus such -a discavery -has 
recently been mide, ond the representa 
tives of all the Powers are pressing the 
Porte for a reduction of the duca to an 
amount ‘sufficient te cover the expenses. 
In Englund a Departmental Committee of 
the Board of Trade have just exported on 
the same subject and havo: unanimously 
recommonded thy equalization of ‘all light 
duos and their diminution to an amount 
cilculated te cover expenses and no more. 
Tho strongest roproscntations have been 
made to the Gevornment to rolieve Ship- 
ping entirely of this burden and to transier 
it to tho General Revenne-but so far with- 
out success; tho principle, however, is 
clearly admitted’ thet tho light ducs 
on ‘shipping should not be mado a 
source of profit. 

6. -Werhave further to point out to your 
Excellency that the contihuance-of -thuse 
Light Dites aa 8 permanent charge isan 
injustice to Foreign shipping, and will tend 
to deter vessels from coming to the port. 
The Export Trade from the Kast has for 
some time past been passing through o 
period ef very. great doprossion, During 
the greator part of the last twelvé months 
rates from the Straits Settlements avernged 
frum 5/- to 8/~ par ton, and from Ceylon 
about 7/-, and for some descriptions of 

rates from China and-Japan’have been 
as low ag 15/-. Intorport trade hag also 
heen. ata vory low ebb-for some time past 
and there is no apparent prospect of any 
improvemont in the, immediate future. 
Every item of expenditure has to be] 
closely watched, and o comparatively smalt 
diffefones in the expenditure at a port may 
determine the counse of a vessel's voyage, 
Steamers coming out to Japan and Shanghai 
are no longor as formerly compelled to call 
at Hongkong for coale or stores. The great 
increases in speed, the diminution in. the 
consumption of coal and greater bunker 
capacity cnable yessela to make the voyage 
direct ‘ta. Yokohama or Shanghai without 
coming inte Hongkong. . The inducement 
to call is. often very, slight. Frequently. 
it isa question; even with a big steamer, 
of tuking in or discharging —as little os 
100 to 200 tons of cargo. The Light 
Dnes to be paid may make all , tho 
ditference between a profit anda losa on 
small quantities wf cargo, and may 
decide the steamer to avoid tho port. 
If she does nof call then her expenditure 
hero is entirely lost to the. residents, and a 
permanent injury done to the trade of the 
Colony. . q 

7. We respectfully protest against this 
deliberate taxation of shipping frequentin; 
the Port for the benefit of the General 
Revenue of the Cvlony, It ia entirely op- 
posed to the idea of-a Froo Port. . It is an 
additional burden with xo correspondin, 
advantage whatever upon an already heavi- 
ly burdened interent. Its tendency is in 
every doubtful case to drive away from the 
Port steamers and ships -which would 
otherwiso call and necessarily spend 
money. here, by perceptibly increasing | 
their oxponses, at a time when every ox- 
penditire has to “he _most- minutely 
considered and weighod.
